Government and of all. the Provinetal Governments at which considcration |

This conference will be attended by the 
Dominion Vrime Minister and same of his colleagues and by all nine 


Provincial Veomiers who in each ease will be accompanied by cabinet 
collearues, 
The object of this round table conference is, of course, to discuss 


and endeavor to find satisfactory solutions, to adjust 
any differences now existing, to (ry and harmonize conflicting laws, eliminate 
overdapphg in administration, and, in general, to study the financial 
requirements of the several xovernmental units. Ino aesoword, it) is) co- 
operation for the good of all Canada, Its importanes, therefore, does not 
eall tor auy special emphasis. 

This conference of Canadian Premiers is) designed to accomplish for . 
Canada something simlar to what the recent Imperial Conference at London ! 
aAcconpished for the Empire as a whole. For example, the exact status of 
the Dominion and its several Vrovinees in regard to certain subjects requires 
Wo be elarided. There is now eonfiet of authority in matters of Company 
iaw, incorporation and reauiation, ineluding licensing of campanies, In 
insvranes matters particnlariy there {fs more or take confusion. 

Again, most of the Provinees are anxious to exercise strict supervision | 
and control over the sale of stocks and bonds of companies, and several 
Provineial Legislatures enacted what are termed “blue sky" laws for the 
protection of the investing public, only to find that all companies had to do

South Wales Belleves Western

As the centre of Canadian popula- 
tlon moves westward, the demands 
upon the coal fields of Alberta and

Utilizing Power From 
Sleeping Volcanoes 


Italy Now Using Steam Energy For 
Industrial Purposes 

To engineers it hag long seemed 
a gross waste that the tremendous 
energy of volcanoes should not be 
harnessed and put to worl. 

Already means have been found 
whereby steam from subterranean 
sources can be utilized for industrial 
purposes, says the Dearborn Indepen- 
dent. In Italy electricity derived 
from volcanic heat is sent over wires 
to Florence, Leghorn, Piombino, ana | 
other cities and towns for Nght and 
power, @ 

In Bolivia the government — has 
granted a concession for the use of 
steam from Mount Tatio, in the Sud 
Lipez district, near the Chilean fron- 
tier. The velecano is to be made io 
drive turbine engines which are ex- 
pected to electrify all the Bolivian 
railroads. 

The wells are bored usually to aj 
depth of about four hundred feet, and | 
are lined with iron tubes eight to 
sixteen inches in diameter. At the 
mouths of the puffing holes, both na- 
tural and artificial, the pressure of 
steam remains always the same, year 
after year, the subterranean heat sup- 
ply being apparently inexhaustible. | 
Nowadays the water is evaporated in 
huge lead-lined pans, beneath whicb 
live steam fresh from the depths is | 
conducted through coils of pipe. 

Boring for steam has been going 
on for more than a year near the 
crater of Kilauea, on the Island of 


Hawail; but the rock is basalt and 
extremely hard, so that the drills 
have not penetrated very far. It is 


sald that the scheme in that locality 
does not promise well. But the 
Hawaiian Government is working on 
a plan, seemingly practicable, for 
making bricks of molten lava from 
the Kilauea crater. It is proposed to 
extend a trolley across. the crater, 
carrying an endless chain of buckets, 
which would scoop up the liquid lava, 
carry it to the rim of the flery hole, 
and pour it into molds.

Crate Feeding 
_ Of Poultry 


Instructions As To Bést Methods: To 
Be Used 

No poultry ‘intended for eating 
should be Marketed without ‘being 
fleshed, ‘Tlie easiest. way ‘to do this 
Is by crate feeding, and detailed in- 
structions for making the crates are 
glven in a bulletin’ on Preparing 
Poultry Produce for Market, availablo 
at the Publications Branch of tho 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 

The grains most commonly used in 
crate feeding are corn, oats, barley 
and buckwheat, or some of their by- 
products, but whatever is used should 
be finely ground. Whole grain should 
never be given. Corn produces a yels 
low fat, therefore it is advisable to 
use it with caution where white skin 
is in demand. An excellent mixture 
consists of equal parts of corn, oats 
and buckwheat. . : 

In crate feeding the use of’ sour 
indispensable where high 
quality is an object. The birds are 
not only fond of feed mixed with 
milk, but can take more of it, and: 
can stand heavy feeding for a longer 
time when it is used. The milk is 
ixed with the finely: ground grain 
in about the proportion of threo 
pounds of milk to two of grain. This 
makes a rather thin mash, The birds 
are fed_all they will eat twice a day,

Airmen Were Warned 66 Years Ago 
To Be Wary Of Ocean Flight 

The dimMculties in the path of a 
westward flight from Europe to the 
United States were emphasized 66 
years ago by Professor Joseph Henry, 
famous physicist and first secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institute, in a let- 
ter to Thaddeus S, C. Lowe, inventor 
and aercnautical engineer. 


A copy of that letter has just been 
unearthed in the archives of the 
Smithsonian Institute. What Profes- 
sor Henry said in 1861 relative to 
trans-Atlantic wind conditions is re- 
garded by meteorologists and = avia- 
tion experts here as having a pointed 
bearing on some of the conditions 


{faced in recent attempts to fly be 


tween Europe and America. 

Lowe at that time was oecupied 
with a scheme to fly from America 
to Europe in a balloon—the largest 
which had ever Ween built. Not only 
did he spend much money on_ the 
venture but he had the support of 
eminent Philadelphians including 
George W. Childs, John C. Cresson, 
iJ. B. Lippincott, William Hamilton 
jand others who contributed several 
ithousand. dollars to further Lowe’s 
efforts to demonstrate the feasibility 
of trans-Atlantic alr navigation.

fiorth latitude, the. prevailing wind 
currents were from the United States 
toward Europe, but he advised Lowe 
not to try the experiment over the 
ocean first. 

Professor Henry said that the pre- 
yalent wind was westerly all the 
way around the world, and that, 
packet ships in the sixties from New 
York to Great Britain “occupy nearly 
double the time in returning that 
they do in going.”

Claims Human Brain 
Emits Radio Waves 


Italian Professor Says He Has 
Secured Photographic Records 
Professor Ferdinando Cazzamali, of 
the University of Milan, who two 
years made the startling assertion 
that the human brain emits radio 
; waves, now claims to have photo- 
igraphic records of these emanations. 
A paper describing his experiments 
was read in Paris before the Interna- 
jtional Congress for Psychic Research 
|which opened here recentiy. 
Prof. Cazzamali wrote that in order 
ito make his studies more complete 
‘in regard to the psycho-sensorial 
phenomena of the brain he had con- 
structed an apparatus containing a 
sensitized plate. Subjccts in a state 
of hypnosis were piaced one after the 
other in a room with this apparatus 
and later it was found that the sen- 
sitized plates were marked with lines 
and blotches. These markings, the 
professor contends, correspoonds to 
the thoughts of the subjects, being 
more or less straight as the subject 
was more or less of nervous tempera- 
ment.

Given Practical Test 


Alberta Tar Sand Has Been Proved 
Excellent For Surfacing 
Roadways 
Away back in 1913, S. C, Ells, field 
engineer for the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines, floated into MceMur- 
ray on a waterlogged scow to investi- 
gate the Aliberta tar sands. In the 
intervening years the commercial 
possibilities of these deposits of 
bituminous sands hyve been con- 
sidered with more and more atten- 
tion, but it is only during the pre- 
sent season that they have been giv- 
en a practical test of any conse- 
quence. Three miles of roadway con- 
necting the station at Jasper Park, 
Alberta, with the Lodge, have been 
paved with the natural asphalt. Part 
of the surface was laid last winter, 
and A. W. Haddow, city engineer of 
Edmonton, stated resently that the 
roadway had withstood perfectiy all 
sorts of weather and all traffic condl- 

tions. 

To pave the road at Jasper, Mr. 
Ells shipped 70 carloads of the sands 
—an amount far greater than the to- 
tal shipped in all preceding years. 
Then he built a.new type of heating 
and mixing plant, at a cost,of $2,000, 
with a daily production of 520 square 
yards of two-inch compacted surface. 
The final cost of the paving at Jas- 
per was $1.04 a square yard, while 
pavement from imported materials 
costs $1.23 at Edmonton. It is esti- 
mated that when economies are made 
in the system of loading the raw ma- 
terial at “McMurray it will be possi- 
ble to reduce the cost laid down at 
Edmonton to approximately 55 cents 
for a square yard two inches thick, 
and this, according to Mr. Haddow, 
will enable Alberta to build the best 
and cheapest roads on the continent. 

Mr. Ells long has held the opinion 
that these tar sands constitute one 
of our greatest natural resources, and 
events at last scem,in a falr way to 
prove him right. 


Has Fairly Warm Climate 


Temperature At Equator Of Mars 
Over Sixty Degrees 

Not many years ago it was thought 
that the temperature of Mars was too 
low to support Hfe. But by an ingen- 
jous device for measuring the temper- 
ature of the planet, it has been found 
that even in the Polar regions the 


{temperature rises to well over freez- 


ing point. The temperature at the 


equator of Mars is almost that of aj 


clear sunny spring day on earth in the 


latitude of New York, or between 60}: 


and 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Photographs taken in infra-red, 
yellow, and ultra-violet Nght seem to 
show that the planet has an atmos- 
phere of considerable depth, though 


much rarer than that of the earth. | 


Other observations show that the 
density of the surface atmosphere of 
Mars cannot be greater than it is 
eleven miles above the surface of our 
own planet. 

While Mars can be observed to ad- 
vantage by the telescope only in al- 
ternate years, and then for only a 
few months at a time, Jupiter can 
be observed ¢tll the year round, al- 
ways presenting an interesting sub- 
ject of study, except for a few weeks 
when it ig too near the sun to be seen 
to advantage. s 

Jupiter has many curious light and 
dark belts that lie parallel to its equa- 
tor and seem to be formed of denser 
vapours than their surroundings, The 
planet is spinning round on its axis 
once every 9 hours 50 minutes at ils 
equator and every 9 hours 55 minutes 
in its higher latitudes. Objects at the 
equator are carried round at the rate 
of 30,000 miles an hour, or cight miles 
a second compared with 1,000 miles 
aly hour, at the earth's equator.

Still Asserts He Could Show World 
the Way To Peace 

Former Kaiser Wilhelm foresees 
another war in 1937, he told a corres- 
pondent of the Copenhagen “Dagens 
Nyheder” in an interview in which he 
asserted he could show the world the 
road to peace. 

Wilhelm evidently has slight re- 
gard for the League of Nations, which 
he says is either blind or blindfolded. 
The League delegates, he compares 
with children riding wild horses — 
they might be thrown off the next mo- 
ment, s 

“Tam even c@ftain that many of 
those powers talking about disarm- 
ament do so in order to inspire 
greater confidence, thus disguising 
their purposes” said the former Eem- 
peron. “According to my opinion, we 
shall go through another and more 
awful war al the latest in 1937, a war 
which will last only a few days and 
possibly only a few hours. 

“In the same moment that war is 
proclaimed giant fleets of airplanes, 
airships and U-boats will be informed 
by wireless. Merchantmen will be 
destroyed immediately and a nation 
unprepared for it will be exterminat- 
ed within forty-cight hours. On Jand 
and sea new and pernicious gas and 
explosives unknown in Germany will 
be employed end annihilate the weak- 
er nations within a moment.” 

The former Kaiser maintains that 
he is surrounded by spies with or- 
ders to prevent him from “endanger- 
ing the world,” and regrets being un- 
able to return as a sovereign to teach 
the world how permanent peace might 
be secured. 

“But as things now are there will 
always be wars,” Wilhelm conclud- 
ed, “I cold show the road to peace, 
but the world prefers regarding me 
as a scapegoat to consulting me as 
an adviser.”

Australia’s Tariff On” 
Automobiles Raised 


Canadian Manufacturers Will Suffer 
Under New Ruling 

Sydney, Australia —The new Aus- 
tralian tariff, effective immediaitely, 
will have its effect on the Canadian 
automobile export trade with Austra- 
lia, which during the past two years 
has averaged $7,500,000 in value. 

Canada comes under the inter- 
mediate tariff in Australia, Hitherto 
ithe duty charged by Australia on un- 
assembled motor chassis from Can- 
ada has been 1% per cent.; this under 
the amended scheme will be increas- 
ed to 1215 per cent. The former rate 
‘of 1214 per cent. on assembled chas- 
sis is raised to 20 per cent. 

The new tariff in the case of the 
United States, will be increased from 
121% to 17% per cent. in the case 
of unassembled chassis, and from 
1744 to 25 per cent. in the case of 
American made assembled chassis. 

English made assembled chassis 
wiil be admitted to Australia free of 
duty, while an impost of 5 per cent. 
ig put on assembled English chassis.

Shown By The Adoption 
Of Labor-Saving Machinery 


Tho outstanding trait of Western 
Canadian agriculture is its ceaseless 
progression. Western Canadian farm- 
ing never stands still but is constant- 
ly featuring new developments. The 
diversity of crops extends; methods of 
operation are steadily being im. 
proved. In particular, the advance in 
the adoption of mechanical devices 
and the general utilization of ma- 
chines to facilitate farming operations 


and reduce manual effort has been 
striking. ‘Today, the profession ot 


farming in Western Canada demands 
not so much physical strength as a 
practical administrative sense and a 
working mechanical knowledge. Man- 
ual labor requirements are steadily 
being reduced to a minimum cnd the 
Western Canadian farmer is  bLocom- 
{nb more.and more the operator of 
a machine. 

According to report from intelll- 
gent observers in Western Canada, 
the sprivg revealed two very marked 
trends in the agricultural industry of 
that territory, one being the greater 
powerizing of the large dry land 
farms and the other a marked in- 
crease in the favor and probable util- 
zation of .the combined harvester- 
ihresher. Dealers in the territory re- 
port an unprecedented 
the light farm tractor and a_ tre- 
mendous increase in orders for com- 
Lines. Tractors have been steadily de- 
ivered at farms as they were received 
from the factory, while, according to 
one estimate, the number of combines’ 
used in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
this fall would be close to one thou- 
sand machines ag compared with 175 
in-use last year. 

Theugh combines were tried out in 
Western Canada ag early as 1922, the 
year 1926 saw ithe first general prac- 
tical test of the reaper-thresher In 
the terrltory, and the voluminous de- 
mand for the machines this year 
womnd augur a wide agreement ag to 
their procticability in the area, which 
leads cuthorities to anticipate some- 
thing of a repetition of Kansas history 
in this respect. he general adop- 
tion of this machine would probably 
be the most revolutionary factor ever 
introduced into Canadian agriculture. 
Briefly, it elfminatesa the operations of 
bundling, tying, and stooking, and 
threshes the grain ag It goes aloug. 
{ts possible effect may be judged 
from the fact that at harvest time the 
Canadian West finds it necessary to 
import about 50,000 additional work- 
ers, and the number naturally rises 
with the increase In cultivation. 

As one of the world’s leading agri- 
cultural countries, Canadian methods 
are extensively adopted and the pro- 
duct of impiement manufacturing in- 
dustry finds its way into nearly every 
farming country of the globe. This 
business may be expected to extend 
to the reaper-ihresher in certain di- 
rections and further swell a growing 
trade. The value of farm impiements 
exported from Canada in the last fis- 
cal year reached $17,412,947, as com- 
pared with $13,628,341 in the previous 
year, $11,342,712 in 1924-25, and $6,- 
878,752 in 1920.

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English Is Common 


Speech Of Millions 


Taught To School Children Of Almost 
Every Civilized Country 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Society of Literature, attended by 
prominent literary men of Great 
Britain and the United States, the 
use and misuses of certain English 
words and national differences of 
pronunciation were discussed One 
outcume was the decision to take 
steps to form an “International Coun- 
cil for English.” This council wouid 
consist of fifty British members and 
fifty members from the United States. 
It would investigate disputed usages 
of words and study “Americanisms 


and Anglicism.” 


The proposal that an mternational 
council for English be formed 
directs attention once again to the 
spread of the use of that tongue 
throughout the world. The various 
dialects of Chinese are spoken, in- 
deed, by more people than is Ing- 
lish. On the cther hand the written 
language of the Chinese is so diffi- 
cull to master that learned men in 
that country have been striving to 
simpify it. Spanish is the tongue 
of an increasing population in South 
American states. Russian is the 
language of about 150,000,000 people. 
English has been carried by settlers 
to North America, Australasia and 
Africa, It has long been the language 
of a world-wide commerce. In 1801, 
according to a British statistician 
anglish was spoken by only twenty- 
one millions of peopie. By 1880 it 
was the native’ tongue of one hun- 
dred and eleven millions .Today it is 
the common speech of one hundred 
and seventy miilions. It will be 
spoken by more and more people as 
the populations of the British Im- 
pire and of the United States increase. 
Yutthermore, it ig being taught to 
children in the schools of almost 
every civilized country in the world. 
It ls growing more an more into use 
ag an international language.

Developing New Grain 


“Mystery Wheat” Ripens Fortnight 
Earlier and Yield Equals 
Marquis 

In his first statement on his “nys- 
tery wheat” which he is developing 
on his farm near Wembly, Alberta, 
Herman Trelle, world wheat and oats 
king, reveals the-new- grain is being 
especiallly developed for harvesting 
by combines. 

These are features of mystery 
wheat: The straw stands’ stiff even 
under light snow; the head does not 
shatter; it retains the kernels in a 
fast grip, even under adverse weather 
conditions. 

The grain tipens a fortnight earlier, 
enabling it to stand in the field until 
dead ripe, without damage from 
frosts, thus providing ideal grain for 
simultaneous cutting and threshing. 
The yield and quality equals that of 
the Marquis variety. 

Trelle is still developing the new 
wheat but hopes by the end of next 
season to have it accepted officially 
so that farmerg all: over the West 
may start growing it. .

Canadian Eskimos are progressive 
people. The more advanced have, in 
their homes, sewing machines, gramo- 
phones and radio outfits. In the Mac- 
kenzie delta and along the Arctic 
coast the ambition of the head of the 
family is to own a schooner fitted 
with. an auxiliary gasoline engine, 
and the high price of Arctic furs has 
enabled a good many to attain this 
objective. At Aklavik, a trading vil- 
lage, mission station, and police post 
on one of the islands of the delta, as 
many as twenty-five of these schoon- 
ers, all owned by natives are fre- 
quently to be seen at one time.

Profit In Sheep 


Sheep Raising As a Side Line On the 
Prairies 

Although the farmers of the pral- 
rie provinces will probably continue 
indefinitely to depend upon grain 
growing as their main source of rev- 
enue there are several lines of work 
which fit in admirablly with grain 
growing and provide an extra source 
of revenue. Ono of the best of these 
sidelines for the prairies, according to 
BE. Van Nice of the Scott, Saskatch- 
ewan, Experimental Station, is sheep 
raising. Many farmerg are realizing 
this and the number of sheep in the 
three provinces is increasing. They 
prove particularly helpiful to the in- 
come when the main crop is found 
wanting on account of seasonal condl- 
tions. The two sources of revenue} 
from sheep, namely, wool and lambs 
make tho proposition doubly attruc- 
tive. 

Sheep are useful ag va channel for 
marketing low grade whole grain and 
for gleaning stubble fields. They ap- 
preciate a varied ration, however, and 
in districts where alfalfa or clover 
hay Is plentiful these should be used 
as roughage for the breeding stock 
in conjunction with straw, but good | 
results have been attained at Scott 
when oat straw was the only rough- 
age fed. Probably the most satisfac- 


tory method of getting a start with. 


sheep is to purchase a few grade ewes | 
and use pure-bred rams. If the farmer 
has had no’ experience with sheep he ; 
should start with a small number,

Only three-quarters of a century 
ugo large tracts of the earth were 
completely unknown, the whole in- 
terlor of the African continent was * 
a blank on the map and in the 
opinion of many, probably, a pro 
longation of ‘the sandy waste of the 
Sahara, Both Polar regions were 
unvisited, little or nothing had been 
ascertained regarding the regions of 
equatorial South America and the 
central parts of Asia and Australla. 
Yet in 1912 geographical authorities 
were.able to say that the unknown 
no longer existed and that the world 
Jeon attained almost complete self- 


consciousness. That qualifying word 
almost doubtless applied to the yet 
unvisited portion of the Polar regions 
and of the interior of Brazil. Begin- 
jatng with the first great exploratory 
{journey of David Livingstone in 1853- 
56, continual inroads on the unknown 
have reduced the blank areas on the 
map until few fields are left for the 
adventurous to conquer. 

Of all that remains, the most pro- 
| Vocative challenge comes from the 
; huge continent that surrounds tho 
South Pole, with an area only a litle 
Bde than that of the United States. 
| Rising to an elevation of two miles 
above the sea with “barrier bulwarks” 
lof precipitous ice cliffs, and seaward 
more “guardian packs” of floating 
ice, the South Polar continent long 
offered almost insuperable obstacles 
to explorers in ship or by Jand. To 
surmount them by aeroplane is easy, 
but then come dangers ‘OE another” 
kind. ‘The Antarctic has been called 
by ono explorer, who spoke out of the 
fullness of personal experience, as 
Jotunheim, “the home of the Dbiiz- 
[zard,” where the temperature falls to 
50 degrees below zero. These bliz- 
zards exacted their toll of death 
when Captain Robert E. Scott and 
the other three survivors of his suc- 
cessful Polar expedition perished {n 
March, 1912, from exposure and blar- 
vation, 

Commander Byrd’s proposed flight 
to the South Pole and back, now 
planned for the southern summer of 
next year, -will be the most diMcult 
and perilous of all 1Polar ventures, 
even more so than those undertaken 
in q\iest of that more alluring goal of 
the centuries, the North Pole. But 
the greater the hardship and peril of 
the quest, the stronger is its appeal 
to men of adventurous temper ana 
the urge will remain till it is satis- 
In the case of the Antarctic, the 
| lure ig heightened by the report of 
;vague mineral possibilities. This will 
attract the prospector, as 
it has done in the Arctic. In the 
meantime, the Antarctic holds the at- 
roe always attaching to mystery.

Design Flying Ambulances 


Machines Intended For Use In Isolated 
Outposts Of British Empire 

A fleet of flying ambulances that 
can be used as operating theatres of 
the sky have been designed by Eng- 
lish air experts and are to be con- 
structed for use in the R:A.F. 

The machines, which are intended 
for use in isolated outposts of the 
Empire, such ag Iraq and the North- 
west frontier of India, have accom- 
modation for two stretcher cases, two 
attendants, and, {f necessary, a sur- 
gcon, 

The new flying ambulances will 
contain all surgical equipment which 
might be necessary in the event of 
it being decided to operate while a 
patient was being rushed to a base 
hospital at a speed of about two miles 
a minute. They will be fitted with 
two 450 h.p. Napier Lion engines, and 
it is intended that these shall be fit- 
ted with silencers as soon as an 
effective type has been evolved. 

There will be on board a filter, to 
ensure a pure supply of water, tubes 
of oxygen, an ice chest, and a hand 
basin tanks, 

Large red crosses are painted on 
the sides and beneath the wings of 
all flying ambulances to prevent them 


|from being attacked in time of war.

Former Two Weeks Trip Will Be Cut 
To Five Hours 

The monoplane Queen of the 
Yukon, a sister ship of Col. Lind- 
bergh’s famous plane, arrived in Van- 
couver after a fight from Los An- 
geles which included numerous stops 
en route.

At the present time 
it takes 12 to 14 days to carry mail 
between White Horse and Dawson 
during the winter and with the use of 
the plano this will be cut, to five 
hours.
